JOHN KELLY. 
MIS LAST KICK AT TILDEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triuna 

New von. April 23.—John Kelly issued his 
anti-Tilden final irrevocable manifesto to-night. 
It was at a large meeting of the Tammany 
General Committee, and was greeted by a storm 
of applause. John, the bolter, said: 

“Tt has been the policy of our enemies to 
make it appear that Mr. Tilden is the most for- 
midable éandidate the Democracy can present; 
but they know he is the Weakest. We have no 
quarrel with them for that. These gentlemen 
do not agree with us on principles or public 
policy, and we know that they 
will resort to all strategy to win 
success for their party. The Democratic 
press outside the city may take their cue from 
the journals here; they may suppose that what 
they see so often repeated is the truth; but all 
this is chimeric.

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 
THE NECESSITY OF A NEW PLAN. . 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Mr. Cox made a 
report from the Foreign Affairs Committee to- 


day in favor of the joint resolution providing 


for the appointment of a commission to asver- 
tain and report a basis for a reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and the British prov- 
inces. The Commission is to have no delegated 
powers except to investigate and report its find- 
ings to Congress, which will have power to crys- 
tallize into laws the conclusions thus reached. 
The Committee does not in its report attempt to 
discuss the merits of any of the questions in- 
volved, as that would prejudice a case which can 
only be made out after the Commission has per- 
formed its duty. The Committee has considered 
three questions only: 

Firet—Whether. the subject of inquiry is of 
sufficient importance to warrant an investiga- 
tion? 

Second—Is there any general demand for such 
an inquiry? 

Third—Is the appointment of a Commission 
advisable? 

The Committee think that in answer to the 
first question it may safely be said that if, with- 
out injury accrues to this country, commercial 
arrangements can be established with Canada, 
the result will be highly beneficial to us. Canada 
has recently adopted a very severe system of 
tariff law, which 

OPERATES INJURIOUSLY 
upon this country. Statistica show that in 1877, 
of imports into that country, $37,000,000 came 
from Great Britain and $45,000,000 from this 
country, and $8,000,000 from other countries. Of 
exports, $46,000,000 wentto Great Britain, and 
only half that amount to this country.

THE STATE, WAR, AND NAVY DEPARTMENTS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 23.—There was a 
rather instructive debate in the House this 
afternoon.

A Red-Hot War on Missouri-Mis- 
sissippi Freight Rates. 


The Chicago Roads Propose Re- 
taliation by Cutting Pas- 
senger Rates. 


Indications of Another Reduction in 
East-Bound Grain Rates. 


FIGHTING GOULD. 

The war between Jay Gould’s Missouri Pacific 
and the other roads in the Southwestern Rail- 
way Association is still raging flercely, and the 
complications are getting more serious every 
hour. The freight rates from Kansas City to 
Mississippi River points were quoted yesterday 
at six cents per 100 pounds, while the regular 
rate is 15 cents, and a corresponding reduction 
had necessarily to be made to Chicago. Mr. 
Gould is straining every nerve to bring the 
roads not controlled by him to terms. As pre- 
dicted yesterday, he succeeded in bull- 
dozing the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific, 
which gave formal notice yesterday that 
it had withdrawn its appeal from the 


‘decision of the arbitrators, as requested by Mr. 


Gould, but the Alton which also appealed,remains 
firm, and refuses to budge an inch. It is under- 
stood that Gould, whose prestige asa bulldozer 
is at stake, is making most strenuous efforts to 
induce the Alton to take the back track and 
submit to his demands; and, to accomplish this, 
he is laboring hard with the Eastern Directors 
of the road, telling them of the fearful things 
that will happen if their road continues to show 
a bold front. The managers of the Alton, how- 
ever, say they will under no consideration sub- 
mit to Gould's dictation, as to do so would in- 
jure the interests of their road at the western 
end far more than a war could do. Besides, they 
say, in the event of their giving in they would 
have no guaranty that Gould would treat 
the other lines fairly and allow them their

amount of business Gould says he will 
turn over to the other roads provided they with- 
draw their appeal from the decision of the arbi- 
trators, but not at the regular rates as provided 
in the agreement.

The managers of e Alton 
say they cannot submit to a scheme that would 
compel them to cut their own throats. The 
rates Gould offers to allow them as their r- 
tion on the Missouri Pacific surplus are fighting 
rates, and they might just as well fight under 
such circumstances; and as they are fully 
backed by the Kansas City shippers, whose in- 
terests are much more at stake than those of 
their road, they have no fear of the result.

A NUMBER of peasants combined to resist 
the service of an ejectment process in Sligo, 
Ireland, yesterday, and, notwithstanding the 
efforts of a formidable array of armed police 
and the injunctions of some clergymen, they 
succeeded för the time being. The landlord 
will doubtless try again, backed up by a stronger 
force, and the unfortunate people who took part 
in yesterday's resistance will probably soon 
occupy apartments in the Sligo County Jail. 
The prison, however, seems to have few terrors 
for miserable victims of the crowbar brigade. 


Tue House yesterday refused to concur in 
the Senate amendment to the Deficiency bill by 
which an item of $286,000 for public buildings at 
the Capital was added. The reason given for 
this course was that large appropriations would 
be required for public buildings throughout the 
country. The Democrats have recently appro- 
priated considerable money for the erection of 
public buildings in several insignificant South- 
ern towns, and, as they wish to maintain a repu- 
tation for economy, they refuse to appropriate 
for much needed work on the public buildings 
at Washington.

Gov. HN DRS is not a good subject for 
the interviewer just now, when the danger of 
saying too much is really very great in his 
opinion. He is willing, however, to be regarded 
asa Presidential candidate, though not in a 
personal sense,“ as it is the State of Indiana 
which is urging his claims. He has no doubt of 
Tilden's intention to secure the nomination for 
himself if he can, but of course doubts the 
old man’s ability to succeed. As for the second 
place on the ticket, Mr. Hendricks will have no 
more of it. He felt it to be his duty to take the 
nomination for the Vice-Presidency four years 
ago, but recognizes no such duty now. 


Tue indignity imposed by the English 
Court officials on the Marquis of Hartington 
Thursday, taken in connection with the honors 
bestowed on Lord Beaconsfield and his fol- 
lowers, is significant as showing the disap- 
pointment of the Queen at the result of the ro- 
cent elections. The Marquis had to trudge in 
the rain from Windsor Station to the Royal 
Palace and back again, while the Tory leader 
was accommodated with a Royal carriage and 
brilliant escort on the occasion of his visit. The 
London newspapers try to make light of the in- 
cident, but her Majesty has evidently made a 
very serious mistake,—one which, though not 
likely to cause any trouble just now, may not 
be without its effect when the Prince of Wales 
ascends the English throne. ;

Ir there is a conspiracy to ruin the charac- 
ter of Senator Ben Hill, ashe declares there is, 
he is himself one of the most active among the 
conspirators and one of the most efficient in in- 
juring his own reputation. He made marked 
progress in that direction yesterday when he so 
far forgot what a gentleman should remember 
and what a Senator owes to himself and to the 
exalted body of which he is a member as to in- 
sultand browbeata newspaper correspondent 
on the floor of the Senate. The offense of the 
journalist consisted in sending to his paper a 
report, which be had good reason to believe 
was true, that Hill had through his legal 
representative undertaken to effect a compro- 
mise in the suit for seduction brought against 
him by Miss Raymond. The correspondent 
quietly but firmly demanded that Hill repeat 
his epithets outside the Senate Chamber, and 
when Hill declined to take that risk he quietly 
but firmly informed him that he was a cowara, 
and he knew it. It seems he was right, for Hill 
continued to avail himself of the security which 
the situation afforded, his indignation not carry- 
ing him to the point of risking a personal en- 
counter with the man he had insulted.

QuEEN VicrontA has been made to under- 
stand that the sovereign of England is a mere 
figurehead, and that neither her personal ani- 
mosities, petty spites, nor womanish whims can 
be permitted to standin the way of the publicly- 
deciared will of the English people. After try- 
ing in vain to induce the. Marquis of Hartington 
and Bari Granville to form a Cabinet, she has 
been obliged, very much against her will, to 
send for Mr. Gladstone, who, more in accord- 
ance with the desire of his party and the coun- 
try than at the request of her Majesty, has con- 
sented to form a Cabinet. Although the Minis- 
try whom the Liberal leader may se- 
lect may not be as radical as at first 
deemed probable, there is no doubt that 
it will contain many men of Mr. Giad- 
stonée’s own way of thinking; but in any 
case it will be largely influenced by his wonder- 
ful individuality and commanding genius. It 
will be a Cabine® of liberal ideas, of progressive 
opinions, and of broad and humane principles. 
English feudalism will have few friends in such 
a Ministry, and will doubtless be forced to re- 
cede from many of the positions which it yet 
occupies; the people's privileges will be very 
largely extended, while the aristocratic class 
will have theirs curtailed. Struggling nationali- 
ties will be encouraged and befriended, rather 
than insulted end repressed, and useless and 
expensive wars will cease for a time at least.

HOW TO CREATE A GREAT NATIONAL 
SCHOOL FUND. 


The value of education as an element of 
citizenship is no longer a debatable question. 
It is the settled policy of progressive nations 
to encourage the spread of knowledge among 
the people. Some enlightened Governments 
have gone so far in this direction as to make 
school attendance compulsory. In this 
country the education of youth has been in- 


trusted for the most part to the State and 


local Governments. The General Govern- 
ment has supported a military academy and 
a naval academy, and contributed to the 
maintenance of certain scientifie and agricult- 
ural institutions of an educational character, 


dut the main reliance has been upon the free- 


school system adopted by the States with 
varying degrees of liberality and efficiency. 
From time to time there have been discussions 


to appropriate taxes or money for a similar 
purpose. The questions that enter into the 
advisability of such appropriations are the 
advantages that may be secured to the Nation 
through such a policy, the agreement upon a 
system of distribution among the people, and 
the resources of the Government that can be 
made available for educational purposes 
without crippling other essential supports of 
the Nation and Government or oppressing 
the people with taxation. 

No one can travel through the sixteen 
Southern States without being impressed 
with the notable deficiency of educational 
facilities, the prevailing ignorance among the 
masses, and the injustice and suffering 
which the weaker classes endure by reason 
of their ignorance. If the population of the 
Southern States be estimated at 16,000,000, 
it is safe to say that there are not more than 
1,000,000 well educated people, 1,000,000 more 
fairly educated, perhaps 4,000,000 with the 
rudiments of education, while the other 10,000,- 
000 are swamped in ignorance. The political 
situation in most of the Southern States is 
unfavorable to the emancipation of the illit- 
erate classes. The cost of supporting 
schools falls upon the land-owners, and the 
land is owned in the main in large tracts by 
the wealthy few possessing some education 
and whose class prejudices and privileges 
render them averse to taxation designed to 
provide schools for the despised negroes and 
the poor Whites.“ The poverty, ignorance, 
superstition, and weakness of the laboring 
masses are accountable for the wrongs and 
oppression which they suffer at the hands of 
the ruling caste, and there seems to be no 
hope for escape through a more liberal sys- 
tem of schooling unless it shail be provided 
in some other way than at present. It can- 
not be doubted, however, that, ifthe public- 
school system in the Southern States were as 
broad and comprehensive as that which pre- 
vails in the North, there would result a 
rapid improvement in the material prosperity 
of the South, a repression of many of the 
abuses which now keep alive the conflict of 
the races, a development of National senti- 
ment, and a new growth of useful citizen- 
ship. The spirit of free government and the 
sentiment of National citizenship could be 
encouraged by ample school facilities more 
than in any other way which is open to the 
Government, 

There is one plan for the Government en- 
dowment of universal and impartial free 
schools which seems to be feasible, and to 
which all sections, all States, all creeds, and 
all conditions could agree. It is to draw 
upon the consumers of liquors for the chief 
maintenance of free schools. The tax on 
spirits yielded te the Government $50,420,816 
in 1878; the revenue from beer and ale dur- 
ing the same year was $9,937,052. In round 
numbers, whisky and beer yield now an an- 
nual revenue of $60,000,000, and the amount 
will fully keep pace with the future growth 
of population. 

When the refunding operations of the Gov- 
ernment shall have been completed, there 
will be a saving in the annual interest charge 
of more than the entire sum collected from 
the tax on liquors. The annual interest paid 
on the Government debt in 1866, at its high- 
est, amounted to about $150,000,000; this 
item of expenditure will have been re 
duced to less than $70,000,000 when 
the outstanding 6s and Ss shall have 
been refunded next year at 4 percent. The 
reduction of taxationin the aggregate will 
not exceed the saving of interest over and 
above the revenue from liquors, leaving the 
latter item a surplus revenue. The only 
notable reductions in taxation since the War 
were in the remission of War taxes—such as 
the tax on gross receipts, the income tax, and 
certain stamp taxes—and the abandonment 
of the duties on tea and coffee. The tariff 
taxes remain substantially the same, and there 
is no prospect that the Protectionists will 
consent to any material or general reduction 
thereof. The bank taxesare thesame. There 
is an evident purpose to maintain the present 
revenvies; and, in that case, a surplus of 
$60,000,000 or $80,000,000 a year will be a 
constant bait for subsidy-beggars and spoils- 
grabbers, and a constant temptation to ex- 
travagance, wastefulness, and jobbery. The 
@ st movement for a reduction in taxes would 
come from the manufacturers of whisky and 
beer (tobacco has already been reduced), and 
these are the very taxes which the country 
feels the least, and which might better be 
devoted to an enduring and useful National 
purpose. 

The obvious distribution of an ‘annual 
Government school fund would be among 
the States on a basis of population as ascer- 
tained every ten years by the National census 
and under the supervision of a National 
Board of Education. Such a distribution 
would, of course, be accompanied by condi- 
tions, the most important of which would be 
these. 1) That no part of the Government 
fund slwuld be used for the construction of 
school buildings or purchase of school prop- 
erty, which would furnish States, politicians, 
and ringsters with an opportunity for squan- 
dering the money in jobs; (2) that the appor- 
tionment for each State should be distributed 
among the different school districts for the 
payment of teachers and the current ex- 
penses of the schools; and (3) that the public 
schools should be absolutely free, impartial, 
and universal, open to all children between the 
ages of 5 and 21 years, without distinction of 
creed, color, race, previous or present condi- 
tion. The rich and the poor, the white and 
the black, the native and the foreign born, 
the Catholic, Protestant, Jew, and Free- 
Thinker, the Northerner and the Southerner, 
should all enjoy the aid and advantages of 
such a system. | 

There would be asort of compensatory jus- 
tice in such a distribution of the tax on whis- 
ky and beer. To the extent that the con- 
sumption of liquors is an evil that cannot be 
cured by political methods, it would be made 
to atone by a notable contribution to tlie 
cause of education and good citizenship. 
Practical moralists could not refuse to ap- 
prove of such a disposal of the revenues de- 

rived from the consumption of liquor. The 
tax on whisky and beer is not really a com- 
pulsory tribute levied upon the people, be- 
cause it is voluntarily paid by every person 
who voluntarily takes a drink or asks a 
friend to join him in drinking. At the same 
time this voluntary contribution to the sup- 
port of schools by the drinking people would 
relieve the agricultural classes and the land- 
owners of a heavy tribute which they now 
bear for the maintenance of the school sys- 
tem. If the revenue from spirits and fer- 
mented liquors be $60,000,000 a year, it 
amounts to about 84 per enrolled pupil. If 
devoted to the free schools, it would relieve 
the farmers and house-owners of this State of 
about four millions of taxes every year 
which they now pay out of their 
pockets to the State, district, and city 
school funds. The people of Illinois would 
thus save the annual interest at 4 per cent 


tax on liquors, because the burden would 
fall upon the drinkers in the North and 
South, in the East and West, in proportion 
to the extent of their consumption. The 
benefits that would accrue from the universal 
spread of information would be enjoyed by 
the Nation as a whole as well as by all its 
parts. 

It is to be hoped that any future discussion 
of a National educational project may take 
the direction we have indicated. The sug- 
gestion involves no increase of taxation. On 
the contrary, at least forty millions of direct 
taxes paid in the Northern States for the 
support of public schools could then be re- 
pealed, giving great relief to property- 
owners, and it would secure to the illiterate 
South the means of universal popular edu- 
eation, which, from a National point of 
view, is a matter of the utmost importance 
to the future peace and welfare of the Re- 
public. Great as would be the saving of 
direct taxes to the North for school pur- 
poses, the general education of the people of 
the South would be of still greater interest 
to the Nation, for republican self-govern- 
ment can only be successfully maintained, 
and made to contribute to human happiness 
and advancement, by the intellectual en- 
lightenment of the masses. Knowledge is 
not only power, but National safety and 
perpetuity.

WEST POINT JUSTICE. 

The investigation of the West Point un- 
pleasantness (we think it better to allude to 
the butchery of Whittaker as an unpleasant- 
ness) presents some collateral issues of in- 
terest, as, for example, the testimony of 
Cadet Frank B. Andrus. We regret that 
the country does not know more of Andrus, 
for he is evidently a noble fellow. He has, 
it seems, borne with Christian meekness a 
too intimate association with Whittaker in 
the ranks for a long time. In reply to a 
question by Mr. Townsend, Andrus said that 
“Whittaker had been ‘falling in’ with him 
six or eight weeks, and he ¢Andrus) got 
tired of it for two or three reasons.“ What 
these “two or three reasons were he does 
not state to the Court, but doubtless he in- 
formed Whittaker, for he says “ he spoke to 
Whittaker about it, and told him he wished 
he would stop it.“ He probably said to 
Whittaker: “ You don’t look like a nigger; 
you are so pale that the sun has painted your 
face with freckles; but you are a nigger, 
you know, and it isn’t the thing,’ 
you know, for a white cadet to permit a 
nigger cadet to associate with him, even in 
the class, officially, so please don’t ‘fallin’ 
next to me again; please stop it.“ After this 
expostulation Andrus says: “ For two or 
three times Whittaker did stop,” but “ after- 
wards commenced ‘falling in’ alongside 
him. He spoke to him again and told him he 
wanted to see it stopped, but it did no good.“ 
‘The second expostulation was probably more 
severe, perhaps something of this sort: 
Whittaker, you are a nigger; your father 
may have been a white man, but your 
mother was a nigger. She at least was a 
slave and you were a nasty little ‘pickanniny’ 
slave. There is a disagreeable odor about 
you which I might endure, but I can’t bear 
the taint of slavery and your impudent as- 
sumption of equality; don’t ‘fallin’ along- 
side me again.” Everybody will admit 
that Andrus had a real grievance. He (An- 
drus) may be descended from Sir Walter 
Raleigh. Who knows? Or he may trace 
his lineage back to the white over- 
seer who lashed the bare back of 
Whittaker’s mother in the cotton-field. 
Think of the impudence of the bastard son 
of a slave in assuming to ‘fall in’ along- 
side the son of a white freeman, whether 
cion of the, houseof Raleigh or of the house 
of the slave-driver! True, Whittaker may 
well have said: “ My father fought to pre- 
serve the Government which your father 
fought to destroy, and he pays taxes not only 
to support me but to support you in this in- 
stitution. The food you eat, the blue coat 
you wear, and the bed upon which you sleep 
are paid fog out of the hard earnings of my 
father, from whose back your father drew 
blood with the lash!” And the “nigger” 
cadet may have added: “If I don’t ‘ fall 
in’ alongside you I must fall in’ along- 
side some other white cadet, and he will tell 
me to stop it.“ The presumption is that 
Andrus ts the léast prejudiced of all the 
West Point cadets, else why should 
Whittaker “fall in” with him for “ six 
or eight weeks” consecutively? This fact 
furnishes a clew to the social status of Whit- 
taker, It is evident that he has been system- 
atically ostracised, sneered at, scorned, and 
treated with insolent contumely by every 
cadet in the Academy, and that Andrus alone 
condescended to expostulate with him upon 
the enormity of the offense of “ falling in” 
with him, notwithstanding the fact that to 
“fall in” with anybody else was to subject 
himself to still more scornful treatment. 

Another collateral issue developed by the 
investigation is the military theory in regard 
to the credibility of evidence. A dispatch 
says: The theory of the post is, that if the 
cadets are guilty they will admit it under 
oath.” Of course this theory is utterly ridic- 
ulous, except upon one view of the case 
namely: that there was nothing intrinsically 
dishonorable in the act of mutilating Whitta- 
ker. For example: Suppose an able-bodied 
beggar should meet a respectable citizen, ask 
alms of him, be refused, and pass on. But 
instead of being content with one refusal, 
suppose the beggar should constantly follow 
the respectable citizen and for the twentieth 
time plant himself squarely in his path and 
repeat His request? Nobody would regard 
the act of kicking the beggar off the sidewalk 
as intrinsically dishonorable, notwithstand- 
ing its legal character as a criminal assault, 
for which the kicker might be proceeded 
against and punished. Now, either the offii- 


mutilating Whittaker as not in itself dishon- 
orable, or they commit themselves to the 
proposition that the criminal when placed 
under oath and asked if he is guilty is quite 
ready to admit the fact of his guilt and take 
the legal consequences. This theory of the 
credibility of evidence will be altogether new 
to veteran criminal lawyers and Judges of 
large experience in criminal jurisprudence. 
They do not expect when the culprit charged 
with murder is placed in the dock to testify 
in his own behalt, that he will frankly admit 
that he did the deed. “‘The theory of the 
post” is diametrically opposed to the cur- 
rent of human experience. 

A third curious development of the investi- 
gation is the “general order” of Gen. Scho- 
field. In the midst of the inquiry he hastens 
to assure “the corps of cadets of his unshak- 
en faith in their honor and integrity, and of 
his appreciation of their manly bearing un- 
der the grievous wrong and injustice which 
they have recently suff * As this gener- 
al order admits that the butchery of Whit- 
taker, if committed by some of their num- 
ber,” was “an outrage upon the corps,” it 
seals the lips of the guilty cadets, since con- 
fession would not only subject them to ex- 
pulsion and prosecution in tie Courts, but 
disgrace the corps. Hence the inevitable ef- 
fect of the “general order” must be to pre- 
vent the verification of the theory of the 
post that “if the cadets are guilty they will 
admit it under oath.”

ANOTHER NATIONAL CONVENTION 
CHICAGO. 


Miss Susan B. Anthony, Vice-Presidentess 
at large, N. W. S. A., and Matilda Joslyn 
Gage, Chairwoman Executive Committee, N. 
W. 8. A., have issued their call fora National 
Convention of “all women who want to 
vote,“ to be held June 2, 1880, at 10 a. m., 
2:30 and 8 p. m,“ and we note with mingled 
feelings of surprise and consternation that it 
will be held in this city, or, as it is stated in 
the call with that charming particularity 
that always characterizes Susan, “at Far- 
well Hall, 148 Madison street, between Clark 
and La Salle, Chicago, III.,“ —a statement so 
explicit that there is no danger any woman 
will lose her way in finding headquarters. 

The program laid out by Susan and Ma- 
tilda is so comprehensive as to excite ap- 
prehension. Not only every woman who 
wants to vote, but every woman who sees 
the call, is earnestly invited tocome to this 
Convention. There are in this country about 
9,000,000 women who could Vote if they 
were allowed. Supposing, in one of those 
moods which women have sometimes and no 
one can explain, they should all take 
a fancy to come! Suppose half of 
them, or the hundredth part, or thousandth 
part, or ten-thousandth part of them 
should come, what would be done with 
them? We do not learn that Susan and 
Matilda have made any arrangements with 
railroads for transportation or with hotels 
and Jodging-houses for board. The hall 
accommodations even seem ludicrously in- 
adequate, for a hall that seats about 1,500 
people is hardly commensurate with a call 
that includes 9,000,000! It is evident, how- 
ever, that Susan does not anticipate they 
will all come,—only 8,980,000 of them. The 
remaining 20,000 she invites to send postal- 
cards, expressing regrets and at the same 
time demanding suffrage in the loudest pos- 
sible manner. 

After the Convention assembles, what then? 
“Our delegates will proceed from this meet- 
ing to the Republican Nominating Conven- 
tion to present our demand,”—the demand 
for a constitutional amendment granting the 
right of suffrage irrespective of sex. How 
are they to secure their demand? Susan is 
equal to any emergency. “ By overwhelm- 
ing force of numbers.” Here we have the 
situation then. We see the great procession 
of the sisterhood, headed by Susan,—old 
and young, pretty and homely, short- 
haired and long-haired, lean and fat, 
fierce and gentle, Amazons and lilies 
of the valley, an army terrible with 
banners and gorgeous with parasols and 
green umbrellas, bandboxes, grip-sacks, and 
reticules, marching down Madison street to 
the Exposition Building, the front drawing 
upin solid phalanx around the speaker’s 
stand, with the rear resting somewhere near 
Dixon, demanding suffrage all along the line. 
Orit may be that no such imposing array 
will present itself,—only Susan with her 
20,000 postal-cards, headed by a band of 
‘music, entering the Convention, an easy 
match for 759 men, hurling her postal-cards 
about in defiance, demanding the right of 
self-government by overwhelming force of 
numbers, for one Susan B. Anthony to any 
750 men is heavy odds against the men. 

We do not believe, however, the struggle 
will be so one-sided as the Vice-Presidentess 
at Large of the N. W. S. A. seems to imag- 
ine. The 759 politicians and President-makers 
will not yield without a desperate struggle. 
They will notify her in thunder tones that 
they are busy and she must call some other 
day, or, taking refuge behind that cunning 
female strategy which avoids unpleasant 
callers, they will notify their doorkeeper to 
inform her there is no one at home. If she 
gains admission, then they will demand to 
know for whom they intend to vote. If 
they are going to vote the Democratic ticket, 
as the inherent quality of female obstinacy 
which makes a woman desirous of doing 
just the thing which her husband don’t want 
her to do would probably tempt them to 
do, then they would have to go over to the 
Democrats, who, in their present desperate 
strait, would promise anything. They would 
then demand to know categorically from 
Miss Susan B. Anthony, not so much her 
views as to the third-term policy, but as to 
the general term business, as she has never 
yet had or been in favor of having one term 
with any man. If worst comes to worst, 
peaceably if they can, forcibly if they must, 
the delegates must refuse to be captured by 
the overwhelming force of numbers, and 
show their devotion to principle either by 
the rout of the enemy or death at their posts. 

Upon general principles the Suffragists 
will be welcome here, as their presence in 
considerable numbers will add to the general 
hilarity and breeziness of the city, and in- 
crease the business of the shopkeepers, as 
unquestionably the great majority of them, 
when not wrestling with the inherent rights 
of the American citizen, will exercise that in- 
herent right of the American woman,— 
namely: shopping,—and the dry-goods stores, 
milliners, and candy-shops will be the gain- 
ers. Undoubtedly the boys in large num- 
bers will also improve the opportunity to 
deluge Susan with postalcards demanding 
suffrage in the disguise of persecuted and 
trampled-down-into-the-dust and shackle 
bound sisters. Looking the matter over in 
all its bearings, perhaps there is no cause for 
alarm. When Susan finds that the 20,000 
postal-cards dwindle down to twenty, and 
that of the millions of women who see her 
call and are urged to come possibly a hun- 
dred will do so, she will come to the decision 
that the women of Amefica are not cast in 
her mold, and do not pant and thirst for 
suffrage as she does. So come on with 
your Convention, Susan. The more the mer- 
rier, only let us down easy, and don’t draw 
it too strong on the Tyrant Man.

What "Squire Van Buren Has to Say. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

West Point, N. T., April 2%.—Squire Van 
Buren, a well-to-do young farmer and brick- 
maker of Fishkill Landing, called at the hotel 
here Monday and asked for Mr. Townsend. He 
was not in, and Van Buren, after 
waiting some time. went away, leav- 
ing a letter for him stating that he had 
important information to give in the Whittaker 


case. The letter contained asummary of what. 


he knew, and the Government counse! at once 
informed Recorder Sears and asked that a sub- 
poena be issued for Mr. Van Buren and also for 
one Dutcher, the father of a cavalryman here, 
who also lives at the Landing. Both men arrived 
this morning, and gave their testimony, which 
created the most profound sensation that has 
been made since this seemingly interminable 
case began. Cadet Burnett's name is on every 
tongue, and, while bis friends insist he will come 
out all right, it is admitted that the 
testimony so far has an ugly look. Burnett is a 
bold, daring young fellow, athietic and good- 
looking, one of the leaders of the first 
class, and is the cadet who so inge- 
niously tied himself on the first Saturday of the 
examination, and evinced such a minute ac- 
quaintance with all the possibilities of the case. 
When on the stand he was nervous at times, but 
gave his answers in a generally confident tone.

Squire Van Buren testified as follows: “On 
April 18 I rode to Dutcher’s Junction after my

We talked 
about different matters, and the 
Whittaker subject was referred to. Dutcher 
said: ‘The black cuss has got to leave before 
long.”

THE COURTS. 


B. F. Allen Comes In and Says He Is 
Ready for Trial. 


His Explanation as to Why He Was Not 
Here Last Week. 


Applications for Divorces—Record of Judg- 
ments, New Suits, Eto. 


B. F. ALLEN. 

B. F. Allen, the indicted President of the Cook 
County National Bank, occupied a seat near the 
Clerk’s desk in the United States District Court 
yesterday morning at the the opening hour, 
though but few were conscious of his presence, 
owing to thé change in his looks and his dress, 
until their attention was called to him. Then it 
began to be understood that he had reached the 
city of his own accord. Beside him sat L. H. 
Bisbee, client and lawyer, chatting pleasantly 
and apparently unconscious that the eyes of the 
crowd were fastened on them. 

When Judge Blodgett took his seat on the 
bench, Mr. Bisbee arose and called the Court's 
attention to the Allen indictment, adding that 
Allen was in court and desired the default en- 
tered on his sureties to be set aside. 

Gen. Leake explained that there had been two 
defaults,—one for want of appearance on Allen’s 
part, and one upon a call of the sureties. 

Mr. Bisbee said he had some affidavits to pre- 
sent in support of bis motion. 


for the sureties to surrender their principal at 
any time during the whole term of court, and 
for the default to be set aside. 

Gen. Leake said he wouldn’t contest that at 
all. except upon the condition that the defendant 


pay the costs of the default. 

The Court didn’t see what expenses there 
were outside of issuing the sci fa, and serving 
the warrant, if it had beea served. 

Gen. Leake stated that a number of witnesses 
had appeared, and those who had gone home 
would have to return. Mileage had already 
been charged, and now it would have to be 
charged again, because of the defendant’s ab- 
sence when the case was called. 

Mr. Bisbee said there had been no intentional 
delay, as the affidavits would show. 

The Court thought he had better read them 


then. 

Mr. Bisbee did so. The first was that of Allen 
himself, who swore that in January, 1879, he 
moved to Leadville, and was a merchant there 
till February, 1880, when his goods and store 
were attached, and he was thrown out of busi- 
ness; that some time duri that month he was 
in Chicago, and ingired of his attorney when his 
trial would come off, and was told that in all 

robability it would not be reached before May: 

at he then with L. H. Bisbee, his 
Chicago attorney, to notify him at Leadville of 
the time when the trial would take place,where- 
upon he returned to Leadville, and in two 
weeks the stock of goods he was retailing was 
attached, and be had no means of doing 
business; that he started, M 1, for the Gun- 
nison district, intending to absent three 
weeks, having arran with his daughter, Mrs. 
Swords, to forwa all notices 8 his 

resence in Chicago. According to the affidavit, 

e went about 100 miles into the Gunnison 
district and commenced exploring, but the snow 
was so deep that he could not make much prog: 
ress or return as soon as he had intended to. On 
the 15th of April he received a letter from Mr. 
Bisbee, informing him that a jury would be 
called that very day, and requesting him to be 

resent at t time,—the first notice he 

ad received that he would be required to be 
here before May. Immediately on 8 it 
he started for Buena Vista., Colo., traveling 
from thirty to fifty feet 
deep, and, on ving at Pitkin, met a special 
messenger from his daughter, who also told him 
he was wanted. From Pitkin he traveled on 
through the snows to Buena Vista—100 miles 
from the Gunnison district—and took a train 
from there to Chicago April 19. In conclusion, 
swore that he never thought 
being here in May, when 

his case was to be tried; 
he didn't go to the Gunnison district to flee 
from justice, evade a trial, or allow his bail to be 
forfeited, but that he went there purely for the 
purpose of prospecting valuable mining prop- 
erty; that he knew noth of the forfeiture 
until April 21, and that, fi „ he was ready to 

— to trial now. 

Mr. Bisbee's affidavit was mainly to the same 
effect, with the addition that it stated that he 
had kept Gen. Leake advised of all the means 
taken to get Allen here. : 

Gen. Leake said the latter allegation rather 
surprised him, and be was also unable to recon- 
cile Judge Cole’s late statement that Mr. Bisbee 
was not Allen’s counsel and the different state- 
ment on that point contained in the affidavit. He 
had never told anybody the case would not be 
reached till May, but tit would be called as 
soon as the Court was through the call of the 
civil calendar, when it would be the first case 
for trial. He still thought the defendant ought 
to settle for the costs. 

Mr. Bisbee remarked that Mr. Allen was a poor 
man, without any money to pay them, and that 

any 


through snow ran 


he had not been in way negligent in this 
matter. 

The Court remarked that the sureties, who 
made the contract to have Allen here, ought to 
pay the costs if anybody ought. 

Mr. Bisbee desired to know when the case 
would be tried. 

The Court said he didn’t care to enter upon 
the trial of so important a case until he knew 
how lone the court-rooms would be in the pres- 
ent building. 

After some further talk, it was arranged that 
Mr. Bisbee should renew the bondsmen this 
morning, when Allen could ad and the mat- 
ter of the costs also be definitly settled. 

Gen. Leake said he desired to move to cogsol- 
idate the two indictments against the defendant. 

Mr. Bisbee objected, and said his client wanted 
them tried separately. 

Gen. Leake thereupon withdrew the motion 
for the present; and the case dropped out of 
ot n until this morning. 

t is understood that the costs foot up $137, 
and the sureties will in all probability have to 
stand them.

he was chosen President, and contempo- 
raneously with his receiving a copy of the 
Federal Constitution, then just adopted. It 
is addressed by Jefferson to Washington, and 
is dated at Paris, May 2, 1782. At that time Jef- 
ferson was Minister to the Courtof Versailles. 
He writes: “I had intended to have written 
a word to your Excellency on the subject of 
the new Constitution, but I have already 
spun out my letter to an immoderate length. 
I will just observe, therefore, that according 
to my ideas there is a great deal of good in 
it. There are two things, however, which I 
dislike strongly. 

*First—The want of a declaration of 
rights.—I am in hopes the opposition in Vir- 
gluta will remedy this and produce such a 

eclaration. 

** Second—The al re-el lity of 
the President.—This, I fear, will make that 
an office tirst for life, and then hereditary. 1 
was an enemy of monarchies before I came 
to Europe; lam ten thousand times more so 
since I have seen what they are.“ 

It is thus shown Jefferson was opposed to 
the principles of repeated terms of the Presi- 
dency to any one man, and opposed for the 
reason he so urgently presents, which rea- 
son is as forcible now as when he wrote it: 
nay, more so, for now any violation of the 
unwritten law as practiced by the founders 
of the Constitution would be doubly danger- 
ous, :

Tilden is not now considered so much of a corpse 
as he was two weeks ago, and the eminent 
statesmen about Washington who have been all 
along predicting that he only awaited decent 
burial to pass out of sight as an important po- 
litical factor have taken to the woods. Even 
Tilden’s most bitter enemies concede that his 
management of yesterday’s. New York Conven- 
tion was a masterpiece, and that it demonstrated 
that he has lost none of his political sagacity, 
even if he is less vigorous physically than he 
was four years ago. 

Yesterday's work has been the theme of con- 
siderable gossip at the Capital to-day. It is 
conceded that Tilden is a candidate in the full- 
est sense,and notafew who have no liking 
for the “old n” now say that he will 
either walk ond with the Cincinnati nom- 
ination, or.be the Warwick if he does not. It is 
thought that the influence of ‘New York will 
have the tendency to stiffen Tilden stock in 
Pennsy!vania, and enable him to shape the Con- 
vention in that State, to be held next Wed nes- 
day. No one here now believes that Tilden has 
any idea of withdrawing from the race, at all 
events, until after the clans have assembled at 
Cincinnati and it is demonstrated that he can- 
not himself be the nominee. In that event, the 
very decided belief here is that he will throw his 
influence for Henry B. Payne for the first place, 
with Potter, of New York, as the tail to the kite.
